Yoon’s move 


Staging city-council demonstration was good first move, 
but more will required reform Boston and lives 


FIRST-TERM BOSTON CITY 

COUNCILOR SAM YOON RECENTLY 

INJECTED DOUBLE DOSE 
confrontation and controversy into council 
proceedings when helped stage-manage 
a demonstraticn by teenagers protesting 
Mayor Tom Menino’s $2.14 billion budget. 
Yoon hoped to add $5.1 million for addi- 
tional youth programs and summer jobs. 
Not surprisingly, the effort failed when 
the council, by a vote of nine to four, ap- 
proved Menino’s budget. Still, we think 
Yoon's efforts were well worth the smoke 
they generated. 

For the second year in a row, Boston’s 
poor, working-class, and largely minority 
neighborhoods are ablaze with gunfire: 
shootings occur average rate more 
than one per day, and the two-year murder 
toll sits at 144, the highest in ten years. 
And, if it’s possible to make this shocking 
news even more depressingly unaccept- 
able, police successfully solve less than a 
third of all homicides. 

The protesting kids, who brandished 
placards proclaiming your $$$ OR OUR LIVES 
and warning DON’T WAIT TILL WE’RE DEAD, 
were not being dramatic. They were 

speaking the truth. And if the truth hurts, 
these days the truth is brutal — and deadly. 
Young people — and many of their elders, 
who survived violent neighborhoods in 
youth face greater likelihood being 
wounded or killed by gunfire than at any 
other time in recent years. It’s about time 
people got pissed off. 

Truth be told, in the budget just passed 
the city increased the number of summer 
jobs available for young people by 478. And 
business and nonprofits have increased the 
number summer positions they provide 
1000, bringing that total 5800. 
Responsible leaders know the situation 
dire. The Republicans’ anti-poor, anti- 
working-class policies administered 
President George W. Bush, in Washington, 
and Governor Mitt Romney, on Beacon Hill, 
are making a bad situation even more in- 
tolerable. That, however, is little comfort 
the kids who, along with their parents, 
fear the incessant gunfire. 

Those who were angered by Yoon’s pro- 
testers have to understand that this is no 
time for business as usual. They need to 
examine their consciences. They may be 
working hard, but are they doing enough? 

Yoon’s demonstration was symbolic, 
but it was also symptomatic. The problems 
Boston faces go far beyond summer jobs for 
needy youth. And we’re not sure that Yoon 
and the rest the council not mention 
Menino — are ready to face those facts. 

City finances are strained, as the 


Boston Municipal Research Bureau, 
good-government, nonpartisan watchdog 
group, has repeatedly warned. Yet Boston 
must reinvent the way it delivers services 
and administers itself. Sad to say, we 
doubt that city officials have the guts 
exercise the fiscal restraint that ongoing 
contract talks with unionized employees re- 
quire. We hope we’re wrong. But Menino, 
a crafty and skilled backroom operator, is 
essentially a cautious man. There is little 
evidence to suggest that he’s willing to 
risk restructuring City Hall can 
more with ever-tighter resources. 

Nowhere that deadly inertia more ob- 
vious than his dealings with the police 
department, which essentially held cap- 
tive its irresponsible and insensitive 
union. 

opposing adequate civilian review 
police operations and actions, Menino 
kisses the blue backside the union and 
citizens suffer. 

failing force through much needed 
reforms the homicide squad and the de- 
partments that support it, such ballis- 
tics, he compromises with one hand the 
good work tries the streets with 
the other. 

Yes, it’s good news that this budget 
adds 140 officers to police ranks. But 
without the necessary reforms, that’s 
akin dropping lively young fish into 
polluted pond. 


Menino, micromanager the first 
rank, has had to be cudgeled into even pay- 
ing lip service the idea that search for 
new police commissioner will wide- 
and open. Boston desperately needs 
new chief from outside its stultified com- 
mand structure. Only time will tell 
whether Menino has gotten the message. 

In the meantime, Yoon has made a 
small yet important start. 
found out, however, packing the city- 
council chambers with young people 
change anything. 

Yoon and his fellow councilors need 
out-think Menino they want prove 
that they are anywhere near his match. 
The council has very little power. What 
power has lies the budget process, 
and this year years past that 
game the council has let the mayor 
control. 

The council does have the power hold 
hearings, investigate, and educate 
wide range issues. the council does 
this skillfully, can help establish pri- 
orities that Menino ignores his own peril. 

Yoon, take note. Get serious, work 
harder, work smarter. Placards don’t make 
policy. But taking the forces iner- 
tia, shown dash courage. The 
odds may against you, but you can 
find way make difference the 
coming months, Boston will be in your 
debt for many years tocome.

Aspate phony ‘terror’ plots 


0) Sometimes a cigar is just a cigar. 
Sometimes, however, a “terrorism” 
prosecution is anything but. Just take a 
look at two recent, highly publicized fed- 
eral prosecutions — one alleging a Middle 
Eastern plot to bomb New York City’s Hol- 
land Tunnel, the other a Miami-based con- 


spiracy to take down Chicago's Sears Tower. 


The Miami case, in particular, raised 
eyebrows because none of the seven 
young defendants got beyond talking 
big: they'd obtained neither explosives 
nor building plans, nor had they under- 
taken any surveillance. In the New York 
Times, for instance, Eric Lipton reported 
skeptically on claims by the Department 
of Homeland Security and the FBI that 
they arrested the “conspirators” early in 
the alleged plots because of a new policy 
of pre-empting terrorist activities during 
the “aspirational” phase. And it appears 
that all the big talk was stirred up by an 
FBI informant who offered to supply the 
expertise and materials. 

The Holland Tunnel plot was no closer 
to reality. Neither Assem Hammoud, 
the 31-year-old Lebanese man accused of 
being the mastermind, nor any of his al- 
leged henchmen, had ever even visited 
the US. The “plot” was discovered by 
monitoring Internet chat rooms. Indeed, 
American officials admitted that none of 
the “plotters” had even met one another.

So what’s really driving these so- 
called “terrorism” prosecutions? One ob- 
vious explanation is Public Relations 101: 
assure the public the administration is 
on top of national-security in hopes that 
such crowing will rescue the Republicans 
from defeat in the midterm congressio- 
nal elections. But there is another expla- 
nation with longer-term significance: 
these prosecutions may be part of the 
Department of Justice’s latest legal 
assault on free speech in the name of 
defending against terror. 

Two currently operable legal doc- 
trines should have stood in the way of 
these prosecutions, so heavy on rhetoric 
yet light on evidence. For conviction, 
federal conspiracy law has traditionally 
required proof not only that defendants 
have agreed to commit an illegal act, but 
also that step has been taken bring 
about the agreed-upon end. Lawyers, 


prosecutors, and judges have 
argued for decades over how 
firm and definitive that step 
(known in law as an “overt 
act”) must be. Prosecutors 
would like this requirement 
to be as squishy as possible 
— Say, a meeting over lunch. 
Defense lawyers want to 
force the government to 
produce evidence that defen- 
dants have performed a spe- 
cific act, such as acquiring 
weapons, that furthered an 
alleged conspiracy. 

The other target of these 
faux prosecutions is the legal 
status of “advocacy speech,” 
which is protected by the First 
Amendment under 2oth-centu- 
ry Supreme Court precedents. 
The court ruled in 1957 that 
Professor Paul Sweezy, a self- 
styled “classical Marxist” at the 
University of New Hampshire, 
had a constitutional right to 
predict, and even advocate, 
that capitalist economic col- 
lapse would be met by leftist 
revolutionary violence. Then, 
in the 1969 decision in Branden- 
burg v. Ohio, the court ruled that 
speech advocating revolution- 
ary or violent action could be 
prosecuted only if it was likely 
“to incite or produce imminent 
lawless action.” By flaunting 
these Supreme Court rulings, 
the administration appears to 
be using the “war on terror” 
to erode constitutional protec- 
tions for merely talking the 
talk. 

The Sears Tower and Holland Tunnel 
“plots” are not the first such prosecu- 
tions. “Freedom Watch” flagged the Justice 
Department’s unsuccessful prosecution of 
a Saudi graduate student in Boise, Idaho, 
in 2004, for lending “material support” to 
terrorists by operating a Web site linking to 
jihadist (as well as to anti-jihadist) sites. 
The jury, instead, viewed his Web-site 
activity as a form of free speech and ac- 
quitted him (see “Covering a Multitude of 
Sins,” News and Features, April 30, 2004). 
Because most of the Bush administration's 
cases have failed, the government has now 
changed tack, stretching already malleable 
crime categories such as “conspiracy” and 
advocacy of “imminent lawless action” 
beyond recognition. Whether the Justice 
Department can fool and panic the courts 
easily hopes scam the electorate 
remains to be seen.

MySpace now has more than 92 mil- 
lion users, which means that if it were a 
country, it would have the 14th biggest 
population in the world (right behind 
Mexico).

CATCHER JORGE POSADA, DURING THE 2003 ALCS. 
“You're next. I'll hit you in the head.” 

“Posada is Latin,” Seth Mnookin reports Martinez as saying post- 
game in his book, Feeding the Monster. “He should 
know, if you don’t want to fuck with someone, you don’t 
Say anything about their mother.” 
DREDERICK TATUM ON HOMER SIMPSON,

Ralph Ginzburg, 
American provocateur 
(1929-2006) 


I first read Ralph Ginzburg’s magazine Fact in 1964 — as a 
teenager in the New Jersey suburbs — and it was a revelation. 

I was not unaware of edgier literary material. I often read Ev 
ergreen Review and saw as many foreign films as New Jersey and 
my parents would allow. But Fact was different. It was overtly 
political and flagrantly provocative. It ran a long interview 
with George Lincoln Rockwell, the leader of the American Nazi 
Party, which allowed him to spew out his hatred and indict 
himself. It printed Ralph Nader’s first article about Detroit's ef 
forts to conceal the structural dangers of American cars. It ran 
an article exposing Ameri- 
ca’s pastime — baseball — as 
being nothing more than a 
gauzily veiled, pathological 
Oedipal fixation in which 
the mythical son tries to 
throw his semen at his 
mother, only to have it bat- 
ted away by the aggressive, 
phallic-wielding father be- 
fore she can catch it. Fact — which lasted only 12 issues — was 
an in-your-face “fuck you” to American mainstream culture 
and politics. For young, anti-social, budding-radical, future 
gay liberationists, this was heaven: Fact hated Nazis, cars, 
sports, and Republicans. 

But as important as Fact was — it is the inspiration for many 
contemporary news outlets like 20/20, The Daily Show, and the 
Drudge Report — Cinzburg, who died on July 6, will always be 
more famous for his earlier, far more scandalous publication. 

The ritzy cloth-bound quarterly, Eros, of which he published 
only four volumes in 1962 before it was shut down by the feds, 
was about all about sex. But by contemporary standards, it was 
a cross between the literary pretensions of the New York Review of 
Books, the politics of the Village Voice, and the more tasteful as 
pects of Hustler. Ginzburg took his cue from the 1950s quarterly 
Aphrodite, which was published by arch pornographer Samuel 
Roth — famed for the groundbreaking 1957 Supreme Court de- 
cision Roth v. United States— and sold his magazine only to mail 
subscribers. Ever the showman (Ginzburg was as good at PR as 
he was at publishing), he applied with great fanfare for bulk- 
mailing permits from Blue Ball, Pennsylvania; Intercourse, 
Pennsylvania; and Middlesex, New Jersey (ultimately, he chose 
the last one). 

Being clever can be fatal, and by the end of 1962 Ginzburg 
was indicted on obscenity charges for three of his publications: 
Eros; Liaison, a monthly newsletter; and The Housewife's Handbook 
on Selective Promiscuity, a book written by noted atheist Madalyn 
Murray O’Hair under the pen name Rey Anthony. While the 
publications were probably not obscene according to the law, 
Cinzburg was convicted because they were advertised as pruri- 
ent and specifically aimed at readers’ erotic interests. As Justice 
William J. Brennan wrote in the Supreme Court decision, 
“Where the purveyor’s sole emphasis is on the sexually pro- 
vocative aspects of his publications, that fact may be decisive 
in the determination of obscenity.” Essentially, then, Ginzburg 
was convicted on conspiracy to seem obscene and sentenced to 
five years in prison. He served only eight months 

The reality is that Ginzburg was prosecuted as much for his 
loud, rambunctious, and progressive anti-establishment views 
as for any single act. Singling out Eros was just a pretext for si 
lencing an authentic, rebellious American voice. At a time when 
the Oval Office and the federal government have declared war 
on an increasingly unpopular press, it is more important than 
ever to remember Ralph Ginzburg. Michael Bronski

The fallout 


The political fallout from Monday's Big 
Jig collapse won't be limited to Mitt 
Romney's national ambitions. Earlier this 
month, Turnpike chairman Matt Amorello’s 
former colleagues in the State Senate helped 
him out in his fight to keep control of the 
Turnpike board: they slipped an amendment 
nto the state budget that would retroactively 
extend the term of Jordan Levy, an Amorello 
ally, thereby denying a seat to Romney ap- 
pointee Beth Lindstrom, who's already been 
sworn in. Put bluntly, this is shitty lawmak 
ing. And it’s sure to reinforce the notion that 
the Democrat-dominated Massachusetts leg- 
islature is a den of hacks more interested in 
taking care of themselves than serving the 
state's voters — a perception that, it should 
be noted, has resulted in 16 straight years of 
Republican governors 
The legislature hasn't overridden Romney's 
veto of the measure, so it’s still possible 
they'll get a clue. Even if Lindstrom stays on 
the board, though, the hard fact of Delvalie’s 
death will remain. And this — perverse as 
it may sound — could be a boon to Christy 
Mihos, the independent gubernatorial candi- 
date and former Turnpike-board member who 
made his name as a Big Dig whistleblower. 
Thus far, Mihos’s candidacy has been relatively 
quiet. But he has been forceful in the wake of 
Delvalle's death, calling for an independent 
counsel and urging the closure of all compara- 
ble tunnels pending a thorough investigation. 
The ramifications for Mihos's rivals are 
less clear. The Big Dig hasn't been closely 
identified with Democrats Deval Patrick or 
Chris Gabrieli. Torn Reilly is another story, since 
the Democratic attorney general, elected to 
that post in 1999, has been leading the state's 
cost-recovery efforts since 2005. Republicans 
like to cast his efforts as too little, too late. 
But forging a connection between Reilly and 
this week's disaster won't be easy. As for lieu- 
tenant governor and GOP nominee Kerry Healey, 
the aforementioned anti-establishment 
impulse usually benefits Republicans. But 
Healey, to her detriment, is part of an admin- 
istration that’s hemmed and hawed about 
the Big Dig for three and a half years, without 
actually doing much of anything about it.

But a host of factors — Mitt Romney’s 
White House ambitions, the 2006 Massa- 
chusetts governor’s election, the Big Dig’s 
bloated $14.6 billion price tag — make the 
tunnel collapse that took the 38-year-old 
Jamaica Plain woman's life an intensely 
political matter, both locally and nationally. 

The stakes are highest and the dam- 
age could greatest for Governor Mitt 
Romney, who aspires to run the United 
States but been able get handle 
the Big Dig boondoggle during his three 
and half years office. that time, the 
governor's Big Dig strategy has been sim- 
ple: call for the ouster 

tate senator Matt Amorello — who, as 
chairman the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority, has had ultimate control over 
the Big Dig since his appointment 2002. 

It’s hard argue with Romney’s basic 
premise. Amorello’s defenders invariably 
point out that most the Big Dig’s prob- 
lems existed before took the reins. But 
the fact remains that Amorello has repeat- 
edly promised the public that the Big Dig’s 
various tunnels are safe. Hell, he’s even 
accepted award for his involvement 
with the project. Now, though, Amorello 
looks like ignorant jackass and any 
assurances makes the future are sure 
to ring hollow. 

Unfortunately for Mitt, Amorello — 
who’s comfortably ensconced in the State 
House’s good-old-boy network hasn’t 
been inclined to heed Romney’s calls for 
his resignation. And his former colleagues 
the Massachusetts legislature have 
shown no inclination to dislodge him from 
office. So Amorello happily keeps his job, 


month after month, year after year. 

But now that a woman has died, all 
that may change. press conference the 
day after Delvalle’s death, Romney an- 
nounced was starting legal proceedings 
remove Amorello from his post. Romney 
wanted that last year, and asked the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court for 
advisory opinion that hoped would 
give him the requisite legal justification. 
But when the SJC didn’t comply 
governor seeking approval from the jus- 
tices for what essentially basic employ- 
ment decision,” the court noted dryly 
Romney opted not push the issue. 

Today, the governor expressed 
confidence that his current bid boot 
Amorello would pass legal muster. “While 
take this action the immediate after- 
math last night’s tragedy, don’t take 
solely because that tragedy,” Romney 
said.

So the governor 
played it safe and protected his well- 
burnished image. But now comes the 
uncomfortable question: Romney had 
acted differently, might Delvalle’s death 
have been prevented? 

aggressive with Amorello hasn't played 
well in local conservative circles. Last year, 
the Herald’s generally conservative editorial 
board slammed the governor for giving 
too easily; just this morning, WRKO-AM 
talking head and right-wing raconteur 
John DePetro slammed Romney for his lack 
of follow-through. (“What do you say to 
that guy who lost his wife? ‘I tried, but 
Matt wouldn’t leave — sorry about your 
wife’?”) just imagine how well Rom- 
ney’s inability pry Amorello loose and 
the state the Big Dig general are 
going play national Republican circles. 

After all, the governor sells himself 
“Turnaround” artist, a man with a genius 
for taking bad situations and whipping 
them into shape. But Romney looks 
back his three and half years office, 
what real improvements the Big Dig 
status quo can cite? The price tag keeps 
going up. The project coming apart 
the seams. Despite all the tough talk, 
Amorello still runs the show. And some- 
one just died. Talk about treasure trove 
opposition research. 

Midway through Tuesday’s press con- 
ference, Romney proposed analogy 
between Michael Brown’s management 
Hurricane Katrina and Amorello’s 
handling the Big Dig. look what 
happened it’s obviously very differ- 
ent scale, but what happened with Hurri- 
cane Katrina? Michael Brown was respon- 
sible, and ultimately lost his job. Was 
personally responsible for flying the 
helicopters and getting the water? No. 
But was overseeing the agency, and 
the president and the public large lost 
confidence his leadership.” The gover- 
nor failed note, however, that sub- 
stantial portion the public also lost 
confidence President Bush.

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BERNARD BARAN TALKS ABOUT HOW SURVIVED YEARS PRISON 
AND THE GAY COMMUNITY’S UNWILLINGNESS TAKE HIS FIGHT

ernard Baran grew without 
father and without money 
Pittsfield, Massachusetts, city 
B the working poor. In 1978, at the 

age 13, came out gay. 
18, after dropping out high school, re- 
ceiving government employment training, 
and working number other stints, 
Baran landed part-time job teacher’s 
aide in a child-care center. It was 1984, and 
the day-care child-abuse hysteria was just 
getting under way; Baran was accused 
sexually molesting five children. Intense 
homophobia, lack reasonable legal repre- 
sentation, apparent desire the part 
some parents to sue the school, and what 
appears have been coerced testimony 
from the children led Baran’s speedy 
conviction: his trial took nine days and the 
jury deliberated for only three and a half 
hours. He was sentenced to three concur- 
rent life terms Walpole State Prison. 
was years old and weighed less than 100 
pounds. prison, stustained brutal 
treatment, including rape and physical 
assault 30 to 40 times. 

In 1989, Baran was transferred to Bridge- 
water Treatment Center, a safer but 
nonetheless difficult place committed 
treating sex offenders. Once settled there, 
continued refuse confession the 
crimes of which he was accused. Due to the 
Herculean efforts Bob Chatelle and the 
Free Bernard Baran Committee, as well as 
attorney John Swomley, Baran was released 
on June 30, and is now free on bail await- 
ing new trial. Michael Bronski and 
Catherine Tumber had the following con- 
versation with him on July 5, at the Boston 
law offices John Swomley. 


CT: CONGRATULATIONS. Thank you. Thank you 
very much. 

MB: WHAT HAVE YOU BEEN DOING WITH YOUR 
TIME? Well, mostly just spending with 
family. mom came down; she’s spend- 
ing couple weeks with me. Getting 
know Boston and the area, learning how 
the subway and the train and the buses 


MB: SO DOES THE WORLD SEEM REALLY DIFFER- 
ENT? Things were odd me, like I’d never 
seen the ocean.

different. It isn’t as wild. (laughter) It’s more 
basic. Everybody got away from the loud, 
crazy colors that were going the

MB: IF YOU COULD COMPOSE A LETTER OR HAVE A 
CONVERSATION WITH THE KIDS WHO ACCUSED 
YOU OF MOLESTING THEM, WHAT WOULD YOU 
SAY? think would probably acknowledge 
their own suffering first, their belief 
what happened. Because the bottom line 
is, these kids were told they were molested 
for years. So they, I’m sure, lived that kind 
of life. | would talk more about the science 
of those cases back then, let them know 
they were victims, but victims of overzeal- 
ous prosecutors; they were victims the 
system. You know, there was the theory 
that kids never tell stories back then. 
think that probably would be the best ap- 
proach, because if I was to write a letter, I 
wouldn’t want there too much per- 
sonal feeling about it, because I would 
think that for those who still believe that 
they were molested, it would be very 
heart-wrenching and painful for them. 
And think that all have been 
through lot. 

MB: DO YOU HAVE ANY ANIMOSITY TOWARD THE 
PARENTS? Toward some the parents do, 
because think some set this whole sce- 
nario begin with. think snow- 
balled. And I think, you know, three of the 
five parents did. So, for those parents, 
there some animosity there. Because 
they ruined my life for — in my opinion — 
buck, And their own children’s, too, But 
then think other parents genuinely be- 
lieved it, and they got caught the 
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hysteria. So, for those parents bad 
because — they lived it, you know — I 
mean, they lived this too. Let’s not dis- 
acknowledge that. And that’s horribly sad. 
By the same token, my being imprisoned 
for 21 years is horribly sad. Because I didn’t 
commit the crimes. there are lot 
victims here. And I don’t know how, or 
even ever, you could clean that part 
because just ... experiences bear 
your soul; I think they’re there forever. 

MB: DID ANY OF THE OTHER INMATES THINK YOU 
WERE INNOCENT? Yes. Quite few them. 
A friend of mine who visits me now actual- 
said group one time, “I’m guilty.” 
And, you know, “I’ve been around other 
men who were child molesters, and I just 
know that you’re not.” And he said, “With 
you it was different, and it wasn’t your 
gayness that made you different, it was 
just, you were more together.” One thing 
that I noticed in prison with men who've 
committed these kinds of crimes, they’re 
all about them. It’s like, “me, me, me, me, me.” 
I have befriended some men who have 
committed crimes. But there still big 
that will never understand how they could 
shut off that other person’s emotion 
hurt pain anguish. That’s line that 
could never comprehend because don’t 
understand it. 


THANKS LOT 
CT: DID YOU HAVE A SENSE OF HOW MUCH THE GAY 
WORLD WAS CHANGING DURING THOSE YEARS? 
Some gay friends sent different 
magazines and different stuff that covered 
topics. And it’s sad say that the gay 
community as a whole did not show all 
that much support. think it’s because 
the topic with gay men and child molesta- 
tion still very scary for the gay communi- 
ty. It’s something that they don’t want 
touch. lot the gay papers would not 
cover it, because it wasn’t the political 
thing do, the friendly thing do. 
think when one underprivileged part of 
society starts feeling like they've moved up 
the ladder little bit but deal with 
tougher topics, they’re only failing them- 
selves. Because lot the magazines 
wanted the fluff stuff. The Advocate 
wanted to do, you know, the movie review 
instead of ... so, in a lot of ways I think that 
the gay community has really strived. But 
think when comes tough things, they 
shy away. 
MB: DID YOU GET ANY SUPPORT FROM GAY LEGAL 
GROUPS? None. We asked a lot of them, and 
they would not touch this case. don’t 
know any groups blacks, gays, Span- 
ish, whites — who've ever gotten over any- 
thing not touching topic. long 
the gay community does those types 
things, they'll still be divided, and it weak- 
ens the gay community. It’s sad me. 
theory that is, because gay men and 
women have been beat down, they know 
that hatred, they’re scared it. And 
when the church scandal was going on, I 
don’t think that situation helped. You 
know, saying that was gay priests. 
gay priests, was pedophiles. 
That’s simple, hard fact. lot people 
just, unfortunately, believe what they 
read. So, been little disappointed 
the gay community.

When you hear that door lock, you gotta go 
in at 9:30 at night and all you have is you. 
You know. (Laughs) No matter how much 
support and how much love you get [from 
the outside], you still have to have you, 
because it’s not going enough when 
that door locks.

MB: WHEN YOU WERE IN PRISON, DID YOU EVER 
FEEL HATRED TOWARD THE AMERICAN LEGAL 
SYSTEM? does upset you. What makes 
feel the worst thinking about how much 
it took to get something done right that 
was done wrong. And I think that a lot of 
people don’t understand that convictions 
sometimes happen quickly — mine, for 
example [took] nine days — and to turn 
this whole thing around took years. And 
system should be in place to look at cases 
like mine. 

not going move forward ina 
system where men who've committed 
crimes — who rape women, who've hurt 
children move through. They get out. 
And that’s heart-wrenching. I’m not say- 
ing that they don’t deserve a second chance 
if they’ve done their time. But to sit there 
innocent man and know guy next 
you has raped woman child and see 
him go through [the system] in a short 
amount time while you're sitting there 
innocent for years and years ... and then to 
see small (but some) percentage those 
guys come back. And you're still there! And 
they might leave again! 

You know, many people came up to me 
during this time when the few articles 
came out [about Baran’s case] and said, “We 
know you are innocent; we believe in you.” 
I've had therapists say the same thing: “you 
don’t have the signs pedophilia.” You 
know, not talking to anybody. Being alone; 
not being social. And I’ve had people come 
up at work, guards, as well as everybody 
else. And I think that was what was so pow- 
erful about that. Because my character and 
the way I was, which was just being me —I 
wasn’t trying impress them. 

CT: YOU'VE TOUCHED ON THIS A COUPLE OF TIMES: 
HOW DID YOU KEEP GOING, SPIRITUALLY? I come 
from a family with strong women. All the 
women in my family worked, they all had 
families. With mom, was okay cry. 
You didn’t get that “Oh, don’t cry.” You 
know, like a lot of fathers do to their sons. I 
got that was okay cry, talk about it. 
So, think that, coming out young, 
and being discriminated against and 
picked think that all those things to- 
gether combined for me. 

The women in my family — 1 always 
admired them. grandmother, who 
was sick with cancer, but yet took my 
cousin Christopher in; raised him since 
was baby. Aunt Cecilia, who had 
cancer. My mother, who worked two jobs 
and kept all going, who wouldn’t buy 
herself anything would have clothes 
so we wouldn't get picked on. I think that 
was the difference. And think that that 
strength came with some experi- 
ences coming out young, being junior 
high school, and having people say things 
me. But when did realize that was 
different and that that differentness was

And, uh, deviance runs 
rampant inside the system. don’t think 
people understand the constant torment 
that goes on. And it’s every day; all day 
long. And you can’t get solace from the 
officers, because they’re right there 
the same thing. 

MB: WERE THERE MEN YOU COULD GET EMO- 
TIONAL SUSTENANCE FROM? Yeah. One 
thing about the men befriended platoni- 
cally was almost all these men were ho- 
mophobic very badly. And the way 
made them feel comfortable was mak- 
ing fun myself or, like, maybe gay 
thought. But not where was gay mal- 
ice or not where it hurt me; it was where 
they were laughing with and not 
me. You know, “Ah, crazy. Ah, 
can’t believe you said that” you know. 


Just little things. But was also way 
let them know that just because we’re 
around each other doesn’t mean go- 
then the street; I’m not gonna 

it now. 

There are some men in there that I 
think might never change. But there are a 
lot guys struggling get out that have 
changed you just see something dif- 
ferent in them — a kindness that other 
guys don’t have. Or a decency, or the way 
they might treat the older people. There’s 
a gentleman at the treatment center 
called Buck Rogers. And everybody 
mean to him. They hate him ... He’s prob- 
ably close to 80. Buck’s been in maybe 40 
years. And even if he is a little aggressive, 
a little meaner — then that means you 
little bit nicer, little bit kinder 
him, and he’ll come around. You pick 
and choose your own little network to 
kind help you. And each one them 
helped me. Buck helped me to have empa- 
thy for other people tough situations 
and not have a lot of my own anger.

Thom unwitting masterpiece

But in March came the first news 
of Yorke’s solo venture when Warner Inde- 
pendent Pictures told Entertainment Weekly 
that Richard Linklater’s film version the 
Philip Dick novel Scanner Darkly would 
feature music by Radiohead, “including a 
brand-new track from lead singer Thom 
Yorke’s upcoming solo release.” No further 
details were revealed until mid May, when 
Yorke sent e-mail message 
W.A.S.T.E., the official Radiohead fan 
club: “this is just a note to say that some- 
thing has been kicking around the back- 
ground that have not told you about. its 
called The Eraser. nigel produced 
& arranged it. i wrote and played it. the el- 
ements have been kicking round now fora 
few years and needed to be finished & i 
have been itching something like 
this for ages. it was fun and quick to do. 
inevitably it is more beats & electronics. 
but its songs. stanley [Donwood] did the 
cover. yes its a record! no its not a radio- 
head record. you know the band are 
now touring and writing new stuff and 
getting good space want crap 
about being traitor whatever split- 
ting blah blah this was all done 
with their blessing. and i don’t wanna 
hear that word solo. doesnt sound right.

Embracing the eclecticism Pink

terest in the radio and MTV, Pink 
used associate Max Martin, the 
Swedish songwriter/producer, with the 
sugary Britney dance pop 
that pads out his ample discography. 
That changed when she hooked with 
him work songs for I’m Not Dead 
(LaFace). “I got him in the studio,” she 
reports over the phone from Las Vegas,

“Who Knew,” the aptly titled single 
they crafted together with Martin’s 
partner Dr. Luke, isn’t quite punk rock.

Afropop conquers Bastille Day

Boston’s 3ist annual Bastille Day 

street party (sponsored the 
French Library and Cultural Center and 
the Alliance Francaise) this Friday com- 
memorates events in Paris, but the 
soundtrack will be West African. Sene- 
galese rappers Daara singer-songwriter 
Daby Toure of Mauritania and Senegal, 
and the beloved “blind couple of Mali,” 
Amadou and Mariam, have something 
else in common too. As much as they 
love their ethnic roots, their music is all 
about fusion and modernity — Wolof, 
Pulaar, and Bambara, as well as French, 
yes, but also the pulse hip-hop, main- 
stream pop, and classic rock and roll. 

The three rappers of Daara J have 
emerged Africa’s most successful hip- 
hop act. Freddie recalls, “In the beginning 
were trying like Americans, try- 
ing rap like Tupac and Biggie, but Sene- 
galese reality different.” The trio want- 
part what they saw disrespect 
for women, and they also wanted to ad- 
dress local politics Senegal. Daara and 
other rap acts were vocal during the 2000 
elections, and they helped bring President 
Abdoulaye Wade power. Says Freddie, 
“Rap music Senegal not really about 
ego trips and bling bling.” 

Daara have riff about how rap has 
Senegalese precedents: tassu, with its so- 
cial commentary; kind spitfire 
speed vocal; and bakku, the boasting 
that precedes wrestling match. Freddie 
elaborates, “All those styles got involved 
the slave ships and went America 
grow the plantations, and then the 
descendants of those slaves brought it out 
under new form called rap music, and 
that went all over the world to come back 
to Africa.” Daara J’s international debut, 
Boomerang (Wrasse, 2003), blends rap, 
singing, beats ranging from Senegalese 
roots to dancehall, and sweet sonic touches, 
including flute, accordion, and acoustic 
guitar. On stage their sound is more 
streamlined and driving, their choreog- 
raphy athletic blend hip-hop strutting 


and ostentatious traditional dancing. 
Amadou and Mariam scored a worldwide 
hit with their 2005 collaboration with 
Manu Chao, Dimanche a Bamako (Nonesuch), 
and the core their appeal the bluesy 
edge that first caught Chao’s ear. The story 
of how Amadou and Mariam met at a school 
for the blind Bamako, started making 
music, fell in love, and married has been 
told many times. not well known 
that Amadou played guitar the leg- 
endary band Les Ambassadeurs, with Salif 
Keita the helm. The music that band 
recorded was African, but on stage they did 
much “There were lot singers,” 
Amadou Tecalls. “There were some who 
sang James Brown, Otis Redding, Wilson 
Pickett. There were singers who did Bad 
Company, also French songs, and interna- 
tional repertoire, tango, waltzes, blues, jazz.” 
Amadou eventually found his true call- 
ing blues rock, where heard affini- 
ties with his ancestral Bambara music that 
included the minor pentatonic scale. 
When you hear the couple’s live combo, 
with both French and African musicians, 
all this makes perfect sense. They rock. 
Daby Toure was born Senegalese par- 
ents Mauritania and lived the desert 
and the city before moving southern 
Senegal, then back village Mauritania, 
and then France, where had family 
ties the pioneering Afropop band Toure 
Kunda. Rejecting labels, Toure says, “World 
music the music the world. why are 
not the Beatles world music?” But his mus- 
cular live trio owe more to the Police than to 
the Beatles. Live comes far stronger 
than on his elegant 2004 solo release, Diam 
(RealWorld). He prances, poses, drums on 
his guitar strings, coos and into the 
microphone, and gets the crowd cranked. 
“That’s something learned from Bob Mar- 
ley. communicated. When you are 
stage, people must feel something.”

Good news for Meat Puppets fans: the 
post-hardcore band who hit 

strange interstice of country, psychedelia, 
and punk quarter-century ago are alive 
and kicking. Frontman Curt Kirkwood’s so- 
lo venture last year notwithstanding, the 
Puppets are a month and a half into work 
anew album. And this edition includes 
the original bassist, Curt’s younger brother 
Cris, who just a few years ago was strug- 
gling with drug addiction and seemed 
headed for Sid Viciousland. According 
Curt, who plays solo at T.T. the Bear’s Place 
this Tuesday, Cris is “all finished with that 
stuff.” Original Puppets drummer Derrick 
Bostrom, meanwhile, has been replaced by 
Jim Alexander, formerly of Primus 

Formed 1980, the Puppets were trip- 
py oddballs on SST’s hardcore punk roster 
Their breakthrough came a decade later, 
when, with Kurt Cobain’s vocal support, 
they scored an alterna-hit with the 1994 
disc Too High To Die (London). They toured 
with Nirvana, whom they also joined on 
stage for MTV Unplugged in New York, a disc 
that features Curt and Cris guesting 
covers three classic Meat Puppets tunes. 

“It was fluke that this big band would 
our stuff,” Curt recalls over the phone 
from Arizona. (He’s on the road supporting 
Snow, the sparse, eloquent album he 
recorded with Pete Anderson last year, this 
time supported 22-year-old guitarist 
named Elmo who happens to be his son.) 
But the band didn’t handle all the sudden 
attention particularly well. “Every cloud 
has silver lining and all that glitters isn’t 
gold, and both those apply our situa- 
tion. Being that was our first dose 
heavy success, even with long time

to get used to any attention, it was still 
kind rough Derrick made 
enough money to be able to safely get 
out. And brother got all fucked 
from doing dope.” 

After trying rescue his brother from 
drugs, Curt moved on, taking the band 
name with him. “I bailed on the whole 
situation because it was toxic. I lived in 
LA and then in Texas fora longtime... 
and rolled with it. kept Meat Puppets 
going because I could. But I’m a free 
agent right now. I have enough of a ca- 
reer to keep me enthusiastic. I never 
wanted anything else.” 

He feels that Snow could as easily have 
been a Meat Puppets album. But it lacks 
the wild and nimble guitar leads and the 
trips the psychedelic supermarket that 
have always been key to the band’s 
sound. Its sparse, melancholy feel 
reflects the tastes of Anderson — best 
known for his work with Michelle 
Shocked and Dwight Yoakam — as much 
as those of Kirkwood. 

“It’s a Pete Anderson version of what | 
do,” Curt admits. “I had some ideas, but I 
let him have his way with it because | 
wanted it to be a departure.” One 
influence that stands out is Nick Drake. 
Curt agrees. . . sort of. “Yeah, I can hear 
that. I haven't listened to much Nick 
Drake, but I hear the melancholy, the 
sweetness and stuff. That’s what I like 
about the Louvin Brothers, Hank 
Williams, and George Jones — the mu- 
sic’s pretty but it’s sad, wistful, not over- 
ly saccharine. If you’d heard this stuff 
electrically, with a band, it would have 
been more bombastic.” 

For that, he’s got 
his Meat Puppets back. 
the meantime, 
he’s happy bonding 
with his son on the 
road. “I was raised by 
my mother, don’t 
know what father- 
son relationship 
supposed be. 
lives with his mom. 
haven’t played with 
my boy that much. 
But he likes my stuff, 
and he’s a generous 
musician — broad- 
minded.” Like father,

DAVE MATTHEWS 
SMOKING AND DOPING 


The Dave Matthews Band are anomaly. Rolling 
into Fenway Park last Friday, where they joined 
elite list of predecessors (Bruce Springsteen, Jimmy 
Buffett, the Stones), the quintet, supplemented at 
times by guests Butch Taylor on keyboards and Raw- 
shawn Ross on trumpet, seemed to embrace nota 
baseball ethos so much as Muhammad Ali’s “Rumble 
the Jungle” rope-a-dope against George Foreman. 
Their musical excursions often passed the 10-minute 
mark, losing the crowd haze pot smoke, only 
turn meandering corner deliver rollicking 
radio hit. 

The DMB have always been one the more curious 
creatures in the jam-band universe. Like the Crateful 
Dead, whose dark imagery was often lost beneath 
buoyant melodies, Matthews often happy enough 
stick the “eat, drink, and merry” sensibility 
his band’s early hit “Trippin’ Billies.” What appeared 
lost among one the cleanest rock crowds recent 
memory was the follow-up line, “For tomorrow we 
die.” 

There are plenty dark musings like that the 
Matthews Band songbook, which also full in- 
dulgent musical forays.

For each hooky sing-along, 
DMB crowd must also endure the group’s penchant 
for stretching out, and Fenway the results were 
mixed. The band took the plaintive “Bartender” 
far too long diversion, only follow with the easily 
soaked-up “Crash into Me” and inspired romp 
through their well-worn “Jimi Thing.” After which 
they pulled back into the Eastern stylings “The 
Last Stop” and then the dull “Digging Ditch.” Al- 
though this approach may keep things interesting 
for the players on stage, it didn’t translate in the 
vast expanse Fenway.

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Rare film noir the Brattle

“RARE FILM NOIR” 


BRATTLE THEATRE | TUESDAYS THROUGH AUGUST 22 


The Brattle’s “Rare Film Noir” festival spot- 
lights what makes the experience going 
movie revivals irreplaceable. The 
sparkling new 35mm prints underscore the 
dazzling, sometimes shocking, contrast 
black and white, light and shadow, that is 
the visual trademark noirs. Enterprising 
B-list directors of the 40s and ’50s who 
were lucky enough get assigned these 
seedy urban thrillers used them not just 
training ground but way showing 
off their technique and imagination, in 
the hope elevating their status their 
home studio. The same was true cine- 
matographers, and these nine showcased 
pictures pay tribute some the best: 
Lee Garmes (The Captive City, July 25), Bur- 
nett Guffey (Nightfall, July 18), Hal Mohr 
(The Big Night, August 8), John Alton (Wit- 
ness to Murder, July 25). Even less-heralded 
DPs manage turn their trim budgets in- 
filmic virtues. Look the velvety quali- 
the night-time streets punctured 
halo’d auto lights the tense police proce- 
dural Between Midnight and Dawn (August 1s), 
which was shot George Diskant, 
the way William Steiner focuses the 
textures and proportions abandoned 
apartment building’s interior, where 
schoolboys hang out the opening scene 
The Window (August 22), emphasize 
its dangers. 

particularly striking example what 
theatrical photographer like Alton 
here working with the game director Roy 
Rowland can accomplish the expres- 
sionistic sequence in 1954's Witness to Murder 
where Barbara Stanwyck confined 
psychiatric ward for observation. the 
early hours windy, storm-threatened 
night, Stanwyck wakes see her 
neighbor (George Sanders) strangle a call 
girl the building across the street. He’s 
smart enough remove the body and doc- 
tor the evidence, and when she persists in 
trumpeting her story, goes the at- 
tack and succeeds making her look like 
delusional hysteric. She wakes ina 
room framed by darkness, where the 
sweep light intense, silhouettes 
her three loony roommates and the un- 


smiling nurse with syringe the ready 
the moment Stanwyck protests. 

The casting the forthright, earth- 
bound Stanwyck part what makes Wit- 
ness Murder effective: when she begins 
question her own sanity, you really feel 
none of us is safe. In The Window, from 
1949, a boy (Bobby Driscoll) with a pen- 
chant for telling melodramatic whoppers 
sleeps out on the fire escape on a sultry 
night and sees the couple upstairs (Paul 
Stewart and Paul Roman) rob and kill an 
itinerant and course one believes 
him, neither his beleaguered parents 
(Arthur Kennedy and Perry Mason’s Barbara 
Hale) nor the local cops. Driscoll’s increas- 
ingly imperiled situation, like Stanwyck’s, 
suggests how quickly, movies like 
these, seemingly benign world can turn 
predatory and violent. (In the unnerving 
climax, the movie returns to that aban- 
doned building that has been merely 
playhouse for Driscoll and his friends.) 

The Brattle has always extended the 
definition film noir enable broader 
programming; The Burglar (August 8), for 
instance, really arty heist picture, 
though does feature noir mainstay Dan 
Duryea the lead. The most traditional 
noir among these nine is Pushover (1954; Ju- 
18), where Fred MacMurray plays cop 
who woos a bank robber’s mistress (Kim 
Novak) in order to trap her boyfriend — 
and then falls for her hard that 
agrees kill the mug and the girl 
can live together the purloined cash. 
sounds like retread MacMurray’s most 
famous movie, Double Indemnity, and in 
many ways is, but the presence Novak 
(in her first major role), with her air 
melancholy and wrecked innocence, gives 
distinctive feel. MacMurray was per- 
fect for this kind hard-boiled material: 
had such regular-guy affability that 
he could take his characters into fairly 
murky territory without losing your affec- 
tion. (Among contemporary actors, Bill 
Paxton comes closest effecting that sort 
identification from audiences, noirs 
like One False Move and Simple Plan.) 

One the pleasures becoming ac- 
quainted with movies like these that, un- 
like Double Indemnity, have slipped off the 
radar that you never know who’s going 
show them. Nobody Lives Forever (Au- 
gust stars John Garfield confidence 
man who courts wealthy widow Geraldine 
Fitzgerald for her loot and then falls love

with her, The stars aren’t match, though 
both are highly watchable for their indi- 
vidual talents, and Fitzgerald especially 
poignant the scene where she learns 
that the man she has grown to adore has 
been setting her up. The real ace the 
cast, though, is Walter Brennan as 
loyal pal, one-time con artist 
reduced picking drunks’ pockets. 
young Anne Bancroft already effortlessly 
elegant and buzzing with that electric cur- 
rent that ran through her great perform- 
ances the the Hollywood model 
who touches hero Aldo Ray for the price 
a drink in Nightfall (1956) and thus is target- 
the same murderous duo Ray barely 
escaped from out Wyoming. Brian 
Keith, that peerlessly economical charac- 
ter actor, plays one the pair villains. 
(The skillful director Jacques 
Edmond O’Brien the leading cop 
Between Midnight and Dawn, which features 
the now-forgotten ’s5os TV icon Gale Storm, 
at the outset of her career (the movie 
came out in 1950), as the daughter of a 
policeman killed in action who, against 
her better judgment, finds herself in love 
with O’Brien’s partner (Mark Stevens). 
One the incidental pleasures Pushover 
the appearance the vivid Dorothy 
Malone as Novak’s next-door neighbor, 
who attracts the notice of MacMurray’s 
partner (Phil Carey); their romance is, 
noir terms, the decent love story the 
movie juxtaposes with the illicit, doomed 
one the center the film.

nating reflection its era that it’s worth 
lingering on. The plot line familiar 
enough, but the screenplay W.R. Bur- 
nett, based on his novel I Wasn't Born Yester- 
day, gives Garfield a post-war motivation 
and not just romantic one for his change 
heart: between his young days scam 
artist and his return to the underworld, he 
went war and spent his first few 
months back home recovering Army 
hospital. That experience has altered his 
perspective; his reflex move back 
the life he led before he saw combat, but 
it’s bad moral fit for him now. What 
Fitzgerald responds Garfield the 
good man underneath the con, the man 
whose true colors came out the crucible 
battle. Garfield, who deserves series 
all his own, had gift for conveying this 
kind of inner conflict, and though he him- 
self wasn’t a veteran, in the movies he 
made in the late 40s, such as Gentleman's 
Agreement and Body and Soul and even the 
classic noir The Postman Always Rings Twice, 

lost the brashness his early career 
and acquired greater gravitas. 

These movies tend crisp and fast 
several, including The Window, come in un- 
der 80 minutes, and only Nobody Lives Forever 
runs over hour and half.

Did Jarmusch steal the screenplay?

ous stuff. I know first-hand, for, a 
decade ago, the LA-based director/co-writer 
of a feature we wrote together crossed my 
name off the script. When sued through 
nice-guy Hub attorney, she counter-sued 
with Beverly Hills big shot who had de- 
fended Steven Spielberg. What chance did 
have when said big shot contended that 
had stayed over at the young 
lady’s house not to write the 
screenplay but because I was 
desperately trying to bed 
her! just got uglier, more 
traumatic. And costly. 

can feel for fledgling 
screenwriter Reed Martin, 
whose Two Weeks Off, 12 ver- 
sions of which are registered at the US 
Copyright Office, has, in his mind, been 
stolen from him. Worse, it’s been put on 
screen and has turned out to be a most suc- 
cessful film, with others getting the credit 
and the money. Martin’s sad tale became 
the basis of a June 28 Boston Clobe story writ- 
ten by long-time staffer Joseph P. Kahn, Ac- 
cording Kahn, Martin and his attorney, 
John Marder, filed suit last March in US Dis- 
trict Court asking $40 million damages.

Who the heinous culprit who claimed 
this script as his own? Hard to believe, but 
Martin is suing New York filmmaker Jim 
Jarmusch, alleging that Two Weeks Off be- 
came the basis of Jarmusch’s 2005 film Bro- 
ken Flowers. “It was the perfect crime,” Mar- 
tin told Kahn. “Who would believe that 
someone like Jarmusch, an icon of indie- 
film integrity, would rip off struggling 
screenwriter like me?” 

Here’s where we split. I 
don’t believe it, and Kahn, 
mind, believes Mar- 
tin much too much: 
paragraph after paragraph, 
he insinuates that the 
Stranger Than Paradise/Dead 
Man director guilty 
charged. The long Globe article is sprinkled 
with the flimsiest evidence of Jarmusch’s 
borrowings. I kept wondering: is that all? 

I know Jarmusch a bit: several inter- 
views, several personal meetings. I’m 
satisfied his e-mail answer the Clobe: 
“I have never had any contact with him 
his work. I’ve never even heard 
him. Anyone who familiar with 
films and writing process will 
know that this claim ridiculous.”

NFL Head 
Coach has you stepping into the loafers 
an NFL head coach/general manager, not 
the shoes NFL quarterback de- 
fensive tackle. You pick the players, you 
pick the plays, and the game runs out 
its own. (So you don’t want preside 
over practices and swap third-stringers 
with the Falcons, stay far away.) 

There’s really only one mode here, the 
coaching career. And this being 
Sports title, you know what that means: 
create coach (you can select actual 
coach, but not you want play Bill 
Belichick or Bill Parcells — they aren’t in 
the game), detail him minutely, get 
hired by a team, and try to climb 
the ladder to unseat Don Shula 
the greatest coach all time. 
(That’s EA’s opinion, not mine.) 

Starting immediately after 
Super Bowl XL, the game puts 
you right work hiring coordi- 
nators, re-signing potential free 
agents, reworking holdouts’ 
contracts, fielding trade offers, 
and scouting for the draft.

The Beard of Avon (at the Publick Theatre, in 
repertory through September 3), suggests 
that everybody short the ticket tak- 
had hand the canon, including sweet 
Stratford bumpkin Will Shakspere himself. 
Here stage-smitten rewrite man 
knack for rhyme, Shakespeare is the initial- 
awed and later affronted eye comic 
hurricane that includes all the usual ghost- 
writer suspects, led glibly dissolute 
Edward Vere, 17th earl Oxford, and 
extending pedantically untalented 
Francis Bacon and the Virgin Queen herself, 
whose desire for little rough trade spurs 
her pen the Shrew. When she 
appears view her creation, which being 
passed off as the work of the universal 
beard, every phoneme causes her parox- 
ysms chortles though the ending, be- 
fore Shakespeare polishes with Kather- 
ine’s famous paean wifely duty, 
endless Punch and Judy loop. Freed’s whole 
whimsical exercise, bristling with syntacti- 
cal well outright borrowings from the 
Bard and arch anachronisms (Shakespeare 
complains most pernicious deficit 
my attention’s order”), is cleverly conceived 
fun. And the mosquitoes don’t eat you 
alive at the outdoor Publick Theatre, where 
the bug crop seems have flourished the 
recent rain, the simultaneous chewing of 
scenery will nothing affront. 
Imagine Shakespeare in Love with Gwyneth 
Paltrow removed and the Three Stooges 
thrown in, or Noises Off in a bodkin, and 
you've got the gist Freed’s bawdy romp, 
which debuted California’s South Coast 
Rep 2001. Shakespeare unhappy, 
folically challenged fellow forced 
shotgun marriage with his babysitter, who 
immediately morphs from vixen shrew. 
flees responsibility and the cow patties 
to follow a theater company led by John 
Heminge and Henry Condol London. 
Since the troupe’s every offering revolves 
around the same codpiece-and-shtupping 
shtick, could use playwright. (The one 
whose effort they’ve just bowdlerized 
hangs himself rather convincingly from 
convenient tree adjacent the playing 
space.) Vere has trunkful manu- 
scripts but possibly sully himself 
abandoning such aristocratic pursuits 
hawking and servant slaughter for open 
dramaturgy. borrows Shakespeare’s 
name (not mention his wife, who’s fol- 
lowed Will town hoping re-seduce

sort Kaufman and Hart with Kaufman 
getting all the public credit while Hart 
usurps among the cognoscenti. 

There quasi-serious meditation 
the nature of creativity afoot in all this, 
though you may miss it. The facile Vere 
has the education, experience, and vocab- 
ulary (not mention gift for sensation- 
alism, as exhibited in Titus Andronicus) but 
lacks heart: he’s the Tin Man crossed with 
the Libertine. It’s Shakespeare who sup- 
plies the partnership with emotion and 
pathos. But the notion duality fused in- 
to genius is largely swailowed in all the 
physical comedy and Shakespeare jokes. 
The allusive relation feeling art best 
summed up in a ditty by Steven Barkhimer 
that’s affectingly sung Ellen Adair 
the pretty young actor regularly subjected 
Richard Burbage’s “Have got sausage 
for you” routines. wit: “Everything 
from nothing comes those who love.” 

At the Publick, Diego Arciniegas helms 
frisky cartoon production which 
even simulated oral sex seems G-rated. 
Smut is just not on Freed’s merry mind. 
Gabriel Kuttner sympathetic, sad-sack 
Shakespeare given bursts eloquence 
that surprise even him. Lynda Robin- 
son, absent too long from local stages, is an 
amusingly cranky yet yearning Queen Eliz- 


abeth girl forced into Rushmore mode 
when all she wanted was little spanking. 
Anne Hathaway, hopping between bard 
beds her fetching Rafael-Jaen-designed 
trollop wear, Helen McElwain is adorably 
goofy — though hardly as sultry as Eric 
Hamel’s towel-draped Henry Wriotheseley, 
Vere’s “girly earl.” And Bill Mootos, 
Ruth Reichl wig, leather pants, and cod- 
piece, is an arrogantly dissipated yet hu- 
man de Vere whose underplayed death 
scene lends the shenanigans whiff 
poignancy. points out when cajoling 
Shakespeare into playing silent banana, 
“it’s about the work.” And as the bumpkin 
Bard wanders into the future reverently 
bearing the canon, for moment that ob- 
servation seems truer than all the pratfalls. 
There mistaking the Beckett au- 
thorship; one could confuse Waiting for 
Godot with waiting for Lefty Guffman. 
Valor in the face of the void is a keynote, 
and never more magnificently evoked 
than in Winnie, the cockeyed optimist of 
Happy Days (at Gloucester Stage Company 
through July 16), who wedged tight 
earth but still finds courage put her face 
on. Everything from husband Willie, who 
lives hole behind her hill, her lip- 
stick is “running out,” but, talkatively, 
Winnie soldiers least for the first act.

ascended from her waist to her neck, as in 
some reverse hourglass, Winnie has become 
less chipper, and prayer escapes her. But 
still there is the memory of love, sound, sen- 
sation. This is a beautiful piece for an actress, 
goofy and heartbreaking at once, and at 
Gloucester Stage Company, where youngish 
Paula Plum assayed it in 1991, Nancy E. 
Carroll picks the baton and runs with 
mordant celebration Beckett’s centen- 
nial. Born in 1906, the Irish-born Nobel 
laureate died 1989, but, paper, had 
been sparingly, eloquently dying for years. 
Scott Edmiston’s production respects 
Beckett’s minute instructions in most re- 
spects, exception being Janie Howland’s 
painted-foam set, which forgoes the play- 
gentle mound amid scorched grass 
for something that looks like Mount Doom 
crossed with old, melting cheese (and 
which does not rise bury Winnie but ap- 
parently sucks her under). Neither does the 
vividly changing hue Deb Sullivan’s 
lighting adequately evoke the blazing sun 
that Winnie imagines may eventually melt 
or char her. But Carroll, in blond wig and 
strapped pink bodice, surrounded small 
comforts ranging from white parasol and 
black shopping bag revolver called 
Brownie, does a fine job with the play’s mix 
of lyrical non sequitur and abrupt humor. 
And she captures Winnie’s vain, heroic 
pluck, whether she’s scrutinizing a tooth- 
brush, lost in reverie sparked by a first kiss, 
relaxing into sadness, wild 
amid severest woe.” Carroll does in fact have 
a lusty laugh, and her Winnie is a lusty 
woman whose rusted human condition 
would seem have been more carnal than 
romantic. You get the feeling that “That day, 
what day?” with Willie long ago was not 
spent chasing butterflies through the brack- 
en. Now, of course, life has been reduced to 
a case of “I talk, therefore I am” — so long as 
there poor shard human hear. 
The play’s only other character is the 
monosyllabic albeit knowledgeable Willie, 
who sometimes crawls from his hole to read 
newspaper ads while girding himself against 
the heat with a head napkin and boater, and 
whose forays into semi-alertness are 
Winnie “paradise enow.” Will McGarrahan 
neither nor bleeding, Beckett 
specifies, but he intones his truncated mis- 
sives from the extraneous world bloom and 
vigor (“Opening for smart youth,” “Wanted 
bright boy”) with lively gravitas. And he rises 
his final, formal appointment with heav- 
ing, wrenching effort. Without becoming 
sentimental, which would sin, Edmiston 
helms that rare production that offers 
gleam hint that Willie may actually 
struggling toward Winnie, not Brownie, 
the long, slow, here quite soulfulend.

sky. Centerstage front stands a single red 
rose. The first three sections —“Danza Ori- 
ental,” “Minueto,” “Danza Villanesca” — are 
male-female duets, athletic, contests al- 
most. The end “Danza Villanesca” finds 
the women kneeling in a row; one picks up 
the rose and sticks against the wall the 
women retire. In the final, original section, 
pleasant but unprepossessing 
“Valses poéticos,” the men reappear, more 
playful and intimate now that they're 
alone, climbing the wall, peering goofily 
over it, dancing solos and duets. Remansos 
climaxes with the third man — Jonatan de 
Luis Mazagatos substituting for the injured 
Jon Vallejo in the Pillow performances — 
hanging upside down from the wall, the 
rose between his teeth. But the disappear- 
ance of the women betrays the work’s seam. 
Are the men Garcia Lorca’s trees? His wa- 
ters? His half-moons? 

Tony Fabre’s 2005 Violon d’Ingres gets its 
name from a 1924 Man Ray image of Kiki 
seen nude from behind with cello’s 
sound holes in her back: woman as instru- 
ment on which man plays. Fabre says he 
took his inspiration “from some composi- 
tions for string Paganini, Bach, Vivaldi, 
imagining the bodies the dancers the 
strings of a violin, a cello, a viola.” His 
string orchestra tuning the curtain 
rises find the dancers writhing 
bench.

introduced former Ballet Russe 
Monte-Carlo principal Frederick Franklin, 
his feet, and making his first appearance at 
the Pillow in 42 years.

Emanuel Gat Dance another baby compa- 
ny, formed 2004 performed Winter Voy- 
age (to “Der Lindenbaum,” and

(to the Stravinsky score). Gat and Roy Assaf 
danced Winter Voyage barefoot shaved 
heads and sleeveless ankle-length silver- 
gray tunics slit the hip over black 
trousers.

rent when, at the end, Assaf and Gat return 
downstage face us, side side? 

Rite Spring based the casino 
style salsa, with Assaf and Gat 
switching off among three women, every- 
body barefoot and dressed black, the ac- 
tion centered red Oriental carpet. It’s 
original conceit, but Stravinsky’s music has 
more nuance than Gat’s repetitive move- 
ment. the end, after the other four have 
left, the “Chosen One” binds her hair and 
stretches out the carpet, offering.

In her Pillow Talk at Jacob’s Pillow last 

weekend, Suzanne Farrell was asked 
what she expects the young dancers who 
are reviving George ballets un- 
der her direction. Farrell said she teaches 
the steps the ballets and all the other in- 
formation she gathered principal the 
New York City Ballet during 
golden age. But then, she said, she wants 
the dancers to find their own way into the 
works rather than copy the dancers who 
came before them. rehearse the possibili- 
ties, not an opinion.” 

represented the Susanne Farrell 
Ballet’s programs the Pillow, Balan- 
chine’s repertory carries the usual prob- 
lems of recovery and authentication, plus 
added burden. haven’t got the ad- 
vantage historical distance. The dancers 
who created the ballets are still here 
teach them; the original performances live 
on in the audience’s memory or on film. 
This can daunting for young recruits. 

ballets are not need in- 
terpretation according Farrell: “The steps 
and how you them are the character.” But 
the truth is, great dancers co-create the 
steps, imprint them with style. think Bal- 
anchine wanted that, no matter how loudly 
spoke the gospel neutrality. 

Natalia Magnicaballi took over Tzigane, 
one of Farrell’s most celebrated roles, with- 
out trying to be Farrell. In the process she 
revealed something Farrell’s own perform- 
ances overshadowed. Tzigane, Ravel’s 
symphonized Gypsy music, interesting

choreographic progression, not 
flamboyant star opportunity. 

begins with long violin solo. The 
ballerina dances and mimes a whole series 
melodramatic encounters with imag- 
inary partner, perhaps she’s telling for- 
tunes.

Farrell has retrieved the Contrapuntal 
Blues pas de deux, minus its additional two 
couples, some archival film. Holow- 
chuk, partnered by Benjamin Lester, 
brings back that jazzy, brazen creature 
with the extraordinary legs, flexible back, 
sassy hips, slouchy shoulders, sly glances, 
and complicity in lifts that were one girl- 
ish flip away from debauchery. 

These wanton females, adolescent or 
mature, hardly define all of Suzanne Far- 
rell’s possibilities, any more than Farrell 
in all her guises could have fully populat- 
ed Balanchine's creative universe. She’s 
smart to have chosen some ballets for her 
company that aren’t identified with her 
own performances. 

Balanchine used Delibes’s music from 
Sylvia and La Source several times, first for 
Maria Tallchief, then for Melissa Hay- 
den, but the indelible La Source for me, 
and the one reconstructed Farrell, was 
done in 1968 with Violette Verdy and 
John Prinz. Big, plush Shannon Parsley 
former Boston Ballet corps member) 
had enough Verdy’s feminine épaule- 
ment, her assertive footwork, suggest 
the ballet’s French flavor, but one else 
ever saw had Verdy’s ballon and wit. 

The Mozart Divertimento No. 15 reached 
its final form in 1956 headed by an all- 
star cast of five drastically different bal- 
lerinas.

“TOM FRUIN: ONE 
MAN’S TREASURE” 


Tom Fruin noticed the postage-stamp-sized 
plastic baggies in front of his apartment 
building not long after his move to New 
York's Lower East Side, in 1996. The bags had 
packaged drugs, realized, but back Los 
Angeles, where grew up, never no- 
bags of such colors and patterns and 
ize. They were secrets hidden in plain 
t. “l was just wasting so much time look- 
ing at them that I started picking them up.” 

Over the following months, he collect- 
dozens, and pushed them around 
a table in his Brooklyn studio, arranging 
them side by side, sliding them inside one 
another, certain had make some- 
thing them, but not sure what. Finally 
he struck on the idea of stitching them to- 
gether like patchwork quilts. 

At roughly 5-1/2 by 8-1/2 feet, Overview: Lil- 
lian Wald Houses (2005) far the grandest 
piece his pocket-sized show Judy Ann 
Goldman Fine Art. He made 30 to 40 hour- 
and-a-half visits, over six months, to the 
mostly black and Latino Lillian Wald hous- 
ing project, about a mile from his apart- 
ment, combing the lawns collect the 
5000 or so baggies the composition re- 
quired. 

From across the gallery, Lillian Wald’s 
patchwork pattern shimmers, luring you 
in. You find pink, green, blue, red, and 
yellow baggies, glassine wrappers stamped 
“Good & Plenty.” There are bags decorated 
with marketing insignias: Batman logos, 
aliens, hearts, pot leaves, horses, dol- 
phins, eight balls, chocolate kisses, Play- 
boy bunnies, dollar signs, bombs, devil’s 
heads, Superman logos, ice-cream cones, 
skulls. Many bags are clear; some are 
muddy or hold the residue of heroin, co- 
caine, marijuana, crack. Fruin mixed in 
Phillies, White Owl, and Dutch Masters 
labels, trash from cigars he suspects were 
emptied tobacco and filled with mari- 
juana make Phillie blunts. 

His quilts often indicate the distribu- 
tion patterns drug refuse specific 
housing projects parks. spent 
month taping the Lillian Wald bags together 
in a pattern that approximates the scatter- 
ing bags across the housing project 
browns, greens, and blues are clustered at 
bottom right, White Ow! labels in the 


right center. like seeing some glimpse 
into a world you don’t know.” 

bound them with zigzag stitching, 
first islands, then joining them togeth- 
for the large quilt before carefully 
tweezing out the tape. The quilt stiff 
and bulky to the touch, like a plastic tarp, 
but hung several inches out from the 
wall, it’s diaphanous, curling in the 
room’s air currents. 

Nearby hangs Highbridge Heap (2006), a 
welcome-mat-sized flag of clear bags ex- 
cept for a smattering of cigar labels and 
colored bags grouped at the bottom that 
make evident the absence of labeling on 
the bags found Highbridge Park 
Harlem. Phillie Clouds (2006) suggests clus- 
ters brown cigar wrappers floating 
above patchwork property seen from 
the air. 

Fruin contrasts the illicit thrills 
drugs with the quilt symbol whole- 
some Americana, security, and warmth. 
Eschewing for the most part bad-ass pos- 
turing and sentimentality, he documents 
the way his anonymous neighbors seek the 
rush or the relief of intoxication as they try 
to escape this life for a while and maybe 
tempt self-destruction. What makes his 
best pieces work his mix dazzling 
composition, sociological inquiry, and ob- 
sessive craftsmanship rebellion against 
our increasingly plastic world. 

A number of artists these days are mak- 
ing what you might call sciency abstrac- 
tion, graphing and mapping, their work 
inspired by science but usually not quite 
science. Abstraction came seem egotisti- 
cally melodramatic or hollowly formal at 
the end of modernism, so they aim to 
ground it in worldly data. In Goldman’s 
back corner, Boston artist Sheila Gallagher 
presents drawings created by machines 
that recorded her eye movements as she 
scanned photos female athletes. Here 
and there you can pick out the shape 
Michelle Kwan some tennis gymnas- 
tics star, but often they’re overwhelmed by 
jagged scratchy webs of line. 

In May, Goldman showed Cambridge 
artist Hannah abstract concoctions 
of cards and ribbon, their compositions 
driven quotidian observations Burr had 
charted according barely decipherable 
rubric.

bloody red drips, punning shots 
whiskey and gun shots. And got bars 
near his Brooklyn studio hold onto emp- 
Jack bottles for him that 
smashed fashion “the most perfect men- 
acing” bar-fight weapon, highlighting the 
brand’s “cool outlaw image.” Goldman, 
hung jagged bottles cluster along 
with one bronzed and fit with 
leather holster. “You can wear around 


and ready for fight.” 

But these pieces are less interesting be- 
cause the ideas are less interesting. They 
have the same limitation his recent 
quilt Hastle Whitey, which was inspired 
sticker spoofing the White Castle logo that 
pulled off telephone pole. It’s com- 
posed found stuff: drug bags, basket- 
ball card, clothing labels, a business card 
for adult video maker, fake $20 bill, 
package for bill sport-rag tie- 
down cap.” says, was thinking all 
the things white people would fear 
emerging black class.” 

More circumscribed than his best work, 
these pieces tip into cliché gun violence, 
white stereotypes blacks, imagined bar 
brawls. It’s good see artists pushing into 
new areas, and with Whitey, Fruin address- 
the underlying racial and class issues 
that his drug-bag pieces never quite get at. 
But his finest quilts are successful because 
they aren’t easily reduced slogan 
stereotype; they sustain interest both 
being beautiful the eye and opening 
our thinking. The individual bags, with 
their evidence of mysterious, misbegotten 
pasts, confront with the reality drug 
use, not some cheesy invented scenario. 
They bring back actual neighbor- 
hoods and actual people, our neighbors, 
our friends, ourselves.

poet alive uses the sonnet with such ease 
and power. He has made something old new 
again. 

For American readers, “Anything Can 
Happen” — “Anything can happen, the 
tallest towers/Be overturned, those in high 
places daunted” — will have special mean- 
ing. Written “after Horace, Odes, 1, 34,” the 
poem tells a historical, hypocrite America 
that fate has reversals in store for us as it 
has for every empire. Our outraged inno- 
cence may blind the idea that actions 
have consequences, but it cannot free us 
from such consequences. We who have 
“hurled thunderbolts” have thunderbolts 
hurled at us in return. 

I can’t claim these thoughts as Heaney’s 
intention, but his poems do travel out from 
their core. His concerns may local, often 
determinedly so, but his poems reverberate 
at large, far from home. Cambridge con- 
gressman Tip O’ Neill declared “all politics” 
“local.” Heaney may agree. grasp 
what happens our district, and within 
the circles in which we move, we earn the 
wherewithal and the opportunity imag- 
ine the world outside. The poetry Heaney 
writes is a map and a guide. Not because it 
is his program to do so but because, as he 
said in his Nobel Prize lecture, “poetry can 
make order true the impact ex- 
ternal reality and as sensitive to the inner 
laws the poet’s being the ripples that 
rippled and rippled across the water 
that scullery bucket fifty years ago.” His 
focus holds steady.

e were very lucky, here in 
Boston, to have had so 
many chances hear 
Lorraine Hunt Lieberson, 
who died Santa last 
Monday the age 52. She started out 
as a violist in the Emmanuel Orchestra, 
and her voice first soprano, then 
mezzo-soprano had the dark, rich 
timbre her former instrument. was 
great voice, one that could heard the 
last row the Metropolitan Opera 
House, where her rising star had taken 
her, the poignantly blowsy Myrtle Wil- 
son in the 1999 world premiere of John 
Harbison’s The Great Gatsby. (Her first line 
was, “It’s hell, but it’s home.”) But it was 
also voice that could draw you into the 
most intimate songs Mahler and 
Brahms and Harbison. (Her recording 
Harbison’s Elizabeth Bishop cycle, North 
and South, should be released this fall.) 
She sang everything from inside heroic 
roles like the tragic Dido Berlioz’s Les 
Troyens (in towering, heartbreaking per- 
formance at the Met), comic roles like the 
sparkling Beatrice Berlioz’s Béatrice 
Bénédict, and scintillating, sexy roles like 
(She sang these last two here 
with Boston Lyric Opera.) With uncanny 
empathy, she entered into the soul, it 
seemed, of every character she played. 
French music was one her special- 
ties. Her seamless phrasing was perfect 
for the eloquent contours Berlioz and 
Debussy. One her greatest achieve- 
ments was as the mysterious, other- 
worldly Mélisande Debussy’s Pelléas 
Mélisande, with the BSO under Bernard 
Haitink. Her BSO debut, 1987 under 
Seiji Ozawa, was a song for Mélisande 
that Fauré cut from his Pelléas Mélisande 


back, yet her fiendishly difficult col- 
oratura was never less than impeccable; 
and nothing was more beautiful than the 
moving duet parting she sang with 
Mary Westbrook Geha, who played her 
mother. 

Attractive and sexy as she was, she 
could have also had career playing 
“trouser” roles. Her very first opera was 
Humperdinck’s Hansel und Gretel, in which 
she played Hansel, performance 
San Quentin. In a 1996 interview on Fresh 
Air, she told Terry Gross that when she

have idea how ended loitering the rooftop burger stand called 


Hot Beef Injection. But that’s where find myself Tuesday afternoon 


with skater girl named Tapioca. Behind me, giant waffle 
slowly fixed axis lan 


mark signage for the local diner. Across 
street sits fenced-in skate park wooden ramps and elevated beam-like 


railings that’s adjacent Stizzy’s Skateshop, urban-style boutique selling 
boards, T-shirts, and customized bikes. This Zephyr Heights, 
island where motorcycles rev like cyberpunk coyotes, the movie 


theater has fully stocked candy counter but empty marquee, and the locals 


try attract specific genus tourist with the slogan: “Zephyr Heights 
aim remove the stick from your ass.” 


Tapioca co-owns all of this. In fact, the 
pale-skinned skate-punk laced-up boots, 
knee-length pants, and dark sunglasses 
helped develop this barren land mass into 
“grungy suburban” milieu just six 
months: the motorcycles, the waffle house, 
even Stizzy’s, street-style store hawking 
her personal skateboard brand. Actually, 
this self-described “generally quiet” girl 
one the best-known skate-park designers 
and board venders the world. 

this world, that is. 

This is Second Life (SL), a three-dimensional 
virtual environment created by Linden Lab, 
seven-year-old San com- 
pany. this pixelated alternate world 
surrounded islands that spans 
more than 42,000 acres in real-world scale, 
bigger than metropolitan Boston account 
holders users, they’re “residents.” 
this world, you can fly. You can “teleport.” 
You can’t drown. You not age. You can 
have awkward version cyber-sex. You 
can tailor your “avatar,” endlessly cus- 
tomizable 3-D representation your Second 
Life self, any imaginable shape. You can 
be an emerald dragon, a horned devil baby, 
furry fox, lumbering gingerbread 
man. But most avatars encounter are 
idealized human shapes. And in this world, 
real people spend real money (yes, actual 
dollars) make-believe skate 
T-shirts, and islands like Zephyr Heights, 
which cost $1250 US Dollars to purchase 
from Linden Lab with USD $195 monthly 
maintenance fee possessions that can’t 
ridden, worn, visited outside com- 
puter screen. 

Beyond this world, real life a/k/a 
what Second Lifers refer “meatspace,” 
where your body made flesh, not bytes 
—Tapioca says she’s Diane Falco, 18-year- 


old living New Jersey. She spends most 
days as her Vans-wearing, faux-hawk- 
preening, alter-ego avatar, hanging out and 
building things her home base Zephyr 
Heights. Falco, who’s out of high school, 
sells boards for $300 Linden Dollars a piece. 
She says they earn her between $50,000 and 
$70,000 weekly the fluctuating fictional 
currency, which last Tuesday was trad- 
ing approximately $308 Lindens (L) 
every dollar. average, that grosses 
Falco real-world income between USD 
$162 and USD $227 every seven days, the 
equivalent part-time job. And since she 
still lives at home with her parents, Second 
Life functions Falco’s office. 

Founded Philip Rosedale, former vice- 
president and CTO RealNetworks, Second 
Life was intended to replicate a “metaverse,” 
described Neal 1992 novel 
Snow Crash. often likened the six- 
million-plus member Massively Multiplayer 
Online Game (MMOG) World of Warcraft (a 
fantasy role-playing challenge involving 
elves, orcs, and monster-slaying). The main 
similarity between the two 3-D realms 
that the animated figures featured both 
aren’t preprogrammed; they’re powered 
people logged the same network. Be- 
yond that, Second Life markedly different 
from its metaverse counterparts. Like the 
virtual-life game The Sims, there are no stat- 
objectives. Attacking other people, 
rather than advancing you, can get you 
evicted. And the environment (dance clubs, 
casinos, sex dens, mansions, castles, 
restaurants, modern homes, conference 
centers) constructed entirely its 
300,000-plus residents, number that’s 
tripled just since January. 

Real-world institutions have recently 
recognized Second Life’s potential.

Amazon.com CEO Jeff Bezos is a Linden Lab 
investor. Harvard’s Berkman Center for In- 
ternet and Society has isiand similar 
Falco’s, and holds conferences Second Life. 
This past winter, MTV staged avatar 
fashion show that was rebroadcast its 
broadband network MTV Overdrive. And in 
May, BBC Radio 1 simulcasted a weekend 
music festival of acts like Gnarls Barkley, 
Bloc Party, and Franz Ferdinand, from real- 
world Scotland to SL; that same month, 
Twentieth Century Fox organized an “in- 
world” red-carpet premiere 
Last Stand for avatars. And Major League 
Baseball has an ESPN-simulcast in the 
works, co-sponsored Budweiser. 
Real-world retail is also sensing a 


ground-floor business opportunity, since 


fashion one SL’s biggest industries. 
Hipster-thread brand American Apparel 
(AA) recently opened a fully functional store 
in Second Life, selling virtual clothing to 
avatars (a fleece track jacket goes for about 
$300L — the same price as one of Tripper’s 
skateboards — or about one US dollar), com 
plete with dressing-room headshots 
founder Dov Charney and AA-characteristic 
décor like orgasm-faced-girl photo 
triptych. 

Major record labels, too, are making 
their way into the SL-scape. In late May, 
Warner Brothers Records (WBR) chose to 
forego the now-traditional MySpace record- 
streaming release route, opting instead to 
debut New York-based singer-pianist Regina 
Spektor’s album Begin to Hope, by holding a 
listening party exclusively Second Life. “It 
took a couple of e-mails to explain even to 
publicity what this actually was,” says 
Ethan Kaplan, director of technology at 
WBR, who was originally Beta tester for 
Second Life and helped oversee the Regina 
Spektor project. “Still, they’re like, mean 
people spend all their time in a virtual 
world and they’re spending real money?’” 

Yes, they are: during June, $5.3 million 
Dollars exchanged hands among resi- 
dents in Second Life. In addition, each resident 
pays Linden Lab $9.95 in monthly account 
fees; quarterly accounts cost and 
annual membership runs for $72. (You can 
sign for free account, but basic-account 
holders don’t receive a weekly stipend of 
$500L and can’t own land.) 

gets even more surreal. There are 
least two community newspapers that cover 
in-world news, one which prints avatar 
wedding announcements, sports updates, 
and comic strip starring residents. There 
are also real-world author signings, “live” 
musical performances, and short movies 
filmed entirely in-world. Plus, Second Life 
has its own independently hosted version 
Flickr photo-sharing site avatar 
shots called Snapzilla at sluniverse.com/ 
pics), its own resident-managed MySpace 
(sl.me.com), and even its own avatar- 
equivalent “Am Hot Not?” 

Second Life has been labeled “an emerging 
online society” for reason: the possibilities 
within this 3-D framework are open-ended 
and therefore difficult articulate. say 
mash-up MySpace, Friendster, all 
these social-networking community sites,” 
says David Fleck, Linden Lab’s vice-president 
marketing. “Plus, add that your favorite 
client, add that your 
favorite context-creation tools such 
PhotoShop 3-D Studio add thata 
little bit eBay and Amazon and, ulti- 
mately, out that comes something called 
Second Life.” 

“If someone’s comfortable with technol- 
ogy and gaming, just say [Second Life is] 
“World Warcraft, but all 
says Wagner James Au, Second Life blogger 
and consultant who was paid Linden Lab 
for three years cover Second Life from the

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inside as an “embedded” journalist. “For the 
Web 2.0 crowd, I'll say, ‘It’s MySpace meets 
YouTube.com meets World of Warcraft.’” Or 
better yet, Au adds, “Sometimes I'll just say, 
‘It's like Legos on acid.” 


BORN AGAIN 

At first, my Second Life sucked. First, 1 down 
loaded the SL software and my computer 
kept burping up error messages. When I 
finally got access computer capable 
handling Second Life, | logged in with the 

av >“ Lily Pixie” and found myself 
on Orie ion Island, a tropical parcel 
where ir 1ation booths teach newcomers 
how to control their avatars. Then I was 
iously dropped into the Wel- 

er, outdoor park-like quad 
area benches and leafy planters 
where avatars are essentially born. Not long 
after, a Snoopy-shaped avatar descends on 
the Welcome Center and activates a physical 
attachment: stubby human penis. still 
don’t have my SL sea legs and accidentally 
run straight for the dog’s schlong. The 
other avatars mock me in textual laughter: 
“hahahahaha.” 

As in a chat room, contributors commu- 
nicate exchanging text messages either 
through public chat one-on-one instant- 
messenging (avatars awkwardly air-type 
while they’re talking, their fingers tap- 
ping invisible keyboards). avatars are 
conversing, but not instant-messaging, 
their communiqués pop up as you pass. 
That same first day, | overhear a fellow new 
citizen the Welcome Center looking for 
guidance: 

Alycia Bradley: ok so . . . this is my first 

tifmJe and day here . . . what is here to do. 
Jrdan DarkeS: you could always suck 
my penis 
Alycia Bradley: nice mouth 
ter, | would learn that Snoopy’s behav- 

ior and Jrdan DarkeS’s response is calles 
“griefing” — SL jargon for the act of abusing 
other denizens. As I soon discover, most res- 
idents are consistently affable and helpful. 
Linden Lab makes that way imposing 
“community standards”; residents can be 
suspended or expelled if they violate “the 
Big Six” rules on intolerance, indecency, 
harassment, assault, disclosure, and dis- 
turbing the peace. keep track in-world 
miscreants, Second Life has created a “police 
blotter,” which enumerates daily offenses, 
along with official Linden-sanctioned pun- 
ishments. On any given day, you’ll see 
something like “Date: Monday, June 26, 
2006/Violation: Community Standards: In- 
decency, Mature Content/Region: Ahern/ 
Description: Obscene group name and char- 
ter/Action taken: Suspended 3 days.” 

It took me a while to learn to control my 
avatar. press the wrong key and end 
descending into what appeared solid 
sinking, sinking, sinking. Ap- 
parently, steep learning curve isn’t un- 
usual. “Someone was asking me what Second 
Life was,” says Boston-based video producer 
and video-blogger (a/k/a “vlogger”) icon 
Steve Garfield, who set up an SL account in 
May to attend a Harvard Berkman confer- 
ence in both real life and Second Life simulta- 
neously. “I'm like, ‘I went to go check out 
this conference center, and | fell in the wa- 
ter, and | walked around on the bottom of 
the water, and flew out there. Then 
bought Devo hat and took 
hour figure out how put 

“When have few minutes down 
time, I'll hang out at the Welcome Area and 
people are like, ‘So now what do?’ says 
California-based podcaster Eric Rice, whose 
Second Life double Spin Martin. “That’s 
really, really broad question. guess it’s 
probably little like going into the Wild 
West in the old days and going, ‘So now

Many citizens regard the limitless ter- 
ritory akin land-rush opportunity. 
see like New York the early con- 
fesses 25-year-old Allston resident and for- 
mer Honeypump promoter Ben Sisto, who 
plans to open an art gallery in Second Life. 
“A lot of artists settled in the Lower East 
Side because the rents were cheap, even 
though there was a heroin addict in their 
bushes. I feel like Second Life has that same 
opportunity: the rent’s ten bucks month.” 

And that was Linden Lab’s mission. 
“Philip Rosedale had this vision what 
Second Life should ... wanted 
create a place that everybody could partici- 
pate in and be whatever they wanted,” says 
Fleck. “You might argue that’s 
utopian mentality, but it was more about 
equality — just saying, ‘Here, give every- 
body the same thing and don’t create privi- 
leges for people or entities that come into 
Second Life.’” 

Such egalitarian beginnings have created 
medium for acres virtual innovation. 
There’s Nakama, an anime-inspired urban 
wasteland purple-and-pink high rises and 
flowers that feels like cross between 
Akira and Fruits Basket.

There’s also Midnight City, 
moody Manhattan-like shopping district 
funky shoes, lustrous street lamps, and 
taxis stands where avatars buy skin tones, 
lingerie, and breasts. And let’s not forget 
Mai Tais Beach Club, beach- 
side joint located in Little Italy that blares 
Shakira’s “Hips Don’t Lie.” There, avatar 
named Gale Giles invites her peers dance 
as she explains how to get one’s body wig- 
gling. “All you have to do is touch the ma- 
chine (it’s attached to my bum),” she says. (I 
decline by teleporting away.) 

“Content creation is exceeding the abili- 
actually consume it,” says Fleck. “So 
you there starting right now and you 
decide to spend all your time, full-time, in 
Second Life wandering around, checking 
things out, participating, you cannot see 
all and consume all.”

In the middle of the 
floor are three card tables stained with 
bloody handprints, scarred with skull-and- 
crossbone logos, and decked with revolvers: 
this is where Zephyr Heights’s co-owner 
Sirius Gateaux holds rounds of Russian 
roulette every Thursday. 

Zephyr Heights has few recurring pas- 
times other than skating. There are boxcar 
races, water-balloon battles (Tapioca says 
that even though you can’t get wet, “It’s 
still fun: they knock you back”), and Russ- 
ian roulette for Linden bucks. Gambling is a 
huge hobby Second Life, sex. any 
given time, the Linden-calculated list SL’s 
most popular places almost completely 
made casinos and “adult” play- 
grounds. And one game, Tringo, combi- 
nation of bingo and Tetris, proved so popular 
in-world that it’s now available externally 
for Game Boy Advance. 

Tapioca tells she’s been Second Life 
citizen since October 15, 2004. used 
play The Sims online, but started get bor- 
ing,” she recalls. Stizzy’s, her skater product 
line, started accidentally. was just mess- 
ing around with the building tools and de- 
cided to make a bike.” That innovation led 
her tinker not only with virtual skate- 
boards, but with real-life ones well, 
through the customizable Canadian Maple 
decks site, Board Pusher (boardpusher.com/ 
Stizzy_Planks). 

What does her real-life family think 
all this?

(Earlier this month, when Curry’s real- 
world mother passed away, in-world 
wake was held her honor.) Lawrence 
Lessig, a Stanford legal scholar and Inter- 
net-copyright expert, also resident.

obscurity can great equalizer. have 
this big Tiki house SL],” says Milford- 
based Chapman, digital marketer 
Babson College who also hosts the music 
podcast Accident Hash.

Silver Bells and Golden Spurs, a Western shot “on 
location in Second Life,” screened at the 
South by Southwest Festival. Plus, SL ma- 
chinima shorts are posted online and added 
YouTube almost daily. Right now, you can 
find “Better Life,” a music-video-styled 
meditation on an avatar-man and his lone 
liness, shot by resident Robbie Dingo; an 
evening-news-narrated segment on inter 
mittent events created avatar auteur 
Pierce Portocarrero (piercep.com); and 
“Video Camping,” two-plus-minute Blair 
Witch Project homage that’s actually adver 
tisement for an SL video camera (that doesn’t 
actually record anything; it’s just avatar 
accessory). Residents are even vlogging 
about their avatar lives: Tao Takashi narrates 
the avatar life of an Asian-sounding name 
with distinctly German-sounding voice. 
Linden encourages such creativity, and re- 
cently announced that it will hold a second- 
annual SL trailer contest; the best entry will 
win L$100,000 — or about USD$300. 

Other creative disciplines are toying 
with the technology. Science-fiction author 
and Boing Boing blogger Cory Doctorow has 
appeared in-world for two book releases, the 
most recent which had him clicking 
virtual copies his book, thereby auto- 
graphing them. “Live” audio performances 
also take place Second Life. resident can 
sit home and sing into headset mi- 
crophone that transmits his her real-world 
voice through a Shoutcast server; it looks like 
the audio being projected the avatar.

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“I would love to be able to get involved 
with an artist having virtual concerts,” says 
Jeff Watson, senior director of new media at 
Warner Brothers Records, who helped or- 
chestrate the in-world listening station for 
Regina Spektor.

SL is already creating its own marquee 
names. Take Aimee Weber (her avatar 
name), an SL fashion designer who left her 
real-world job to work in Second Life full-time. 
Thus far, her two highest-profile projects 
have been the Regina Spektor listening 
station and the American Apparel store. “I 
think Second Life will be like the Web eventu- 
ally,” says Weber. “Almost everything cool 
will need to have a 3-D presence online. Just 
like now if you say that a company doesn’t 
have a Web page, you're kind of like, ‘What

Roslindale Village becoming the new North End? 


SALUTING ANOTHER fine addition dining scene. 


After this year’s run high-end North 
End bistros, wasn’t expecting very much 
from Salute, a neighborhood-oriented 
bar-restaurant in Roslindale Village, 
which already has several high-end 
Italian bistros. Instead, I was pleasantly 
surprised. Chef Dominic Oliverio picked 
some flashy moves the just-closed 
Gusto down the street, and dug some 
solid family fare fill the menu. Not 
everything works, but enough does ata 
price-portion ratio that allows for several 
levels dining remind you that in- 
stead going the North End, you could 
avoid lot traffic and increasingly 
hip Roslindale Square. 

Food begins with basket crusty 
bread with big holes, and an olive salad/ 
spread that will leave you hankering for 
The “best buy” appetizer fried 
calamari and shrimp ($9) portion large 
enough appetize about five diners, very 
nicely fried, with dribbles spicy pink 
mayonnaise. Seafood prices are doing 
something interesting when shrimp are 
being used fill calamari plate, but 
it’s all great eating. 

the other hand, fried “tortoloni” 
($8) is too much of a good thing, and I con- 
cede that starch good thing. You take 
wrapped cheese-stuffed dumpling, and 
then put heavy breading think subur- 
ban Chinese chicken fingers and that’s 
lot stodge per flavor unit. sour, 
creamy herbal dip does not help. 

Chilled shrimp “lemoncello” ($8) had 
no trace of limoncello liqueur, or any other 
lemon flavor; was, however, large, 
classic shrimp cocktail very attractive 
price. The beet salad ($8) also breaks no 
ground, although the combination 


diced beets, baby-spinach leaves, and goat 
cheese was good the last scraped-up 
leaf. roasted-pear salad ($8) had neat 
creamy sauce and pleasantly bitter salad 
chicory and radicchio. What needs 
slightly riper pear that nonetheless holds 
its shape probably Bosc. 

Family groups may well appetize 
dine the wood-grilled pizzas ($8 $12) 
and the $14 pasta entrées. the latter, 
funghi funghetta ($14) was those same 
tortellini from the fried appetizer, rescued 
and elevated fine wild-mushroom 
sauce featuring aromatic black trumpets 
and crunchy enoki mushrooms. North 
End? What North End? Maybe even “What 
South End?” 

Sardinian seafood stew ($19) isa 
tomato-saffron broth, like bouillabaisse, 
toned with caperberries and including 
some grapeshot-size couscous. Presum- 
ably, these are the Sardinian parts. The 
seafood was chunks swordfish and 
salmon (both excellent this kind 
stew), a lot of mussels, and some shrimp; 
couple big toasts were served crou- 
tons. liked this dish, but leave the chef 
with two words: skate wing.” 

Double-cut pork chop ($18) was actually 
two-bone double pork chop, more than 
an inch thick, perfectly cooked with a nice 
spicy crust, garnish spiced apple 
sauce, and splendid mashed potatoes. Sev- 
eral the entrées came with the same 
grilled vegetables, but they were out- 
standing melange sliced fennel bulb, as- 
paragus, carrot, and green beans. Hanger 
steak ($18) had the aggressive, beefy flavor 
the cut, medium-rare ordered, and 
the same vegetable garnish, but it includ- 
starch bland macaroni and cheese. 


Pan-seared salmon ($19) was a nicely 
grilled chunk of filet. I’m not sure about 
basil-cream sauce on salmon — you just so 
expect dill. But sure that the lemon- 
flavored risotto, made real 
Italian-American home with ordinary 
long-grain rice, was excellent. The bright- 
green broccoli looked underdone, but tast- 
ed overdone and watery. I think this is 
what happens when you cook it to that col- 
or, shock it with ice water, and then re- 
heat. still prefer underdone broccoli, 
but the problem here easy enough fix. 

The wine list global and looks good 
and inexpensive. | broke my vow about 
2003 barbera for the “2003 Prunotto bar- 
bera fiulot” ($21), because Prunotto is such 
a trusted name in Piedmont reds. In fact, 
the wine poured was a 2004, with the top 
appellation barbera d’Asti; was full 
fruit and had a little more structure than 
the 2003s. “Fiulot” means “young man,” 
and Prunotto using this name for 
steel-tank, no-oak wine intended to be 
drunk young and with food. this price, 
support the project and endorse the 2004 
vintage. Decaf ($2) was thin but clean; 
cappuccino ($4) was just fine. 

the three desserts left our night, 
the fallen chocolate cake ($8) was the win- 
was served bowl, like hot pud- 
ding, with espresso ice cream.

Tiramisu ($6) was appealing that you 
could actually see the lady fingers cross 
section.
